School  Opens  With  New  Administration 


Mr.  McDowell  New  Head 

On  July  1,  1964,  Mr.  Floyd  J.  McDowell^ 
a  native  of  our  own  Big  Sky,  assumed  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  superintendent  of  our  school. 
He  succeeded  Mr.  Glenn  I.  Harris  who  has 
retired. 

This  appointment,  first  announced  last 
May,  climaxed  Mr.  McDowell's  long  profes- 
sional association  with  the  school,  dating  back 
to  1943  when  Mr.  Edwin  G.  Peterson,  then 
superintendent,  hired  him  as  relief  supervisor 
and  coach.  Except  for  time  away  for  study  at 
Montana  State  College  and  three  years  of 
teaching  in  California,  Mr.  McDowell  has 
been  with  us  since  then. 

Fluent  with  the  sign  languajge,  the  new 
superintendent  taught  in  our  department  of 
the  deaf  after  receiving  his  B.S.  degree.  The 
challenge  of  working  with  deaf -blind  children 
lured  him  to  California  but  he  eventually 
returned  to  head  our  department  of  the  blind. 
All  the  experience  qualified  him  as  principal 
of  both  departments  two  years  ago. 

Mr.  McDowell  received  his  M.A.  in  Edu- 
cation from  Montana  State  University  in  1956. 
In  addition,  he  has  studied  special  education, 
psycholojgy,  speech  and  mathematics  at  the 
U.  of  California,  Oregon  State  U.,  San  Fran- 
cisco State  College  and  the  U.  of  Illinois. 

Across  the  street  from  the  school,  the  new 
superintendent  lives  with  his  wife  Viola  and 
four  children,  ages  ranging  from  5  to  15.  Be- 
sides being  a  member  of  several  professional 
organizations,  he  serves  on  the  local  YMCA 
board  of  directors  and  is  an  Exchange  Club 
man. 

The  school  is  delighted  to  have  the  guidance 
of  Mr.  McDowell  who  seems  to  have  been 
tailored  for  the  job  after  nearly  two  decades  of 
service  to  the  school. 


New  Principals  in  Both  Departments 

The  department  of  the  blind  is  now  under 
the  direction  of  Mrs.  Lillie  Aamoth,  another 
local  figure  since  1943.  Since  she  and  her 
husband  moved  here  from  North  Dakota,  she 
has  taught  our  blind  children.  She  is  an  alum- 
nus of  North  Dakota  State. 

From  the  Illinois  School  for  the  Deaf  where 
he  taught  in  the  acoustic  department  for  the 
last  five  years,  Mr.  J.  William  Lenth  came  to 
take  the  reins  of  our  department  of  the  deaf. 
Mr.  Lenth  has  studied  at  St.  Louis  University 
and  Gallaudet  College,  from  the  latter  he 
holds  a  M.  Ed.  degree.  Married,  he  has  three 
tots  who  we  expect  to  be  raised  for  the  rugged 
life  of  this  last  Frontier. 

New  Faces  Help 

We  also  welcome  Mrs.  Mildred  Vasichek 
aind  Mrs.  Norma  Fasbender,  both  who  will 
teach  in  the  department  of  the  blind.  To  help 
us  in  the  department  of  the  deaf,  Mrs.  Ruby 
Eriksen  has  temporarily  come  out  of  retire- 
ment. Housemother  Florence  McCollom 
draws  extra  chores  of  teaching  Homemaking. 

Also  with  us  for  the  first  time  is  Mrs.  Rose 
Devine  who  is  helping  with  the  stenographic 
end. 

New  housemothers  include  Mrs.  Ellen 
And  erson,  Mrs.  Louis  Shanahan  and  Mrs. 
Helen  Vest.  The  two  taike  care  of  older  girls 
while  the  latter,  the  younger  girls. 

Doors  Open  on  August  31 

School  opened  on  August  31,  the  earliest 
in  years.  Classes  got  under  way  the  next  day 
with  new  hours  extending  between,  8:20  and 
3:30.  Twelve  new  pupils  reported  for  the  first 
time  and  upped  the  school  enrollment  to  105. 
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The  1964  AAIB  Convenfion 

The  1964  convention  of  the  American  As- 
sociation of  Instructors  of  the  Blind  was  held 
at  the  Perkins  School  for  the  Blind  in  Water- 
ton,  Massachusetts  on  June  21  to  25.  A 
registered  attendance  of  over  800  teachers  and 
administrators  in  work  for  the  blind  indicates 
the  interest  and  enthusiasm  that  is  gaining 
momentum  in  this  field.  Throughout  the  past 
years  these  biennial  conventions  have  been 
held  for  the  most  part  at  residential  school 
locations,  but  the  attendance  at  the  last  two 
conventions  would  seem  to  indicate  that  other 
facilities  will  have  to  be  secured  for  these  meet- 
ings in  the  future.  The  1966  convention  is 
scheduled  to  be  held  in  Denver,  Colorado. 

The  main  items  of  business  that  were 
brought  before  the  convention  centered  on 
amendments  to  the  Constitution,  which  were 
designed  to  bring  more  continuity  to  the 
workshop  form  of  convention  meetings.  An- 
other important  decision  of  the  convention  was 
the  move  to  affiliate  with  the  Council  for 
Exceptional  Children.  It  is  believed  that  in 
time  this  decision  may  have  considerable  ef- 
fect and  influence  on  the  structure  of  the 
AAIB. 

Each  of  the  workshop  sessions  was  well 
attended  and  in  addition  to  the  information 
and  ideas  which  can  be  gathered  from  this 
type  of  meeting  there  were  also  many  displays 
by  agencies  serving  the  blind  and  by  different 
manufacturin|g  concerns  which  make  appli- 
ances and  apparatus  for  the  blind.  Of  parti- 
cular interest  for  many  who  attended  the 
convention  was  the  workshop  and  professional 
papers  given  concerning  orientation  and  mo- 
bility training  in  schools  for  the  blind.  This 
area  of  instruction  is  rapidly  growing  and  ex- 
tending to  nearly  every  school  for  the  blind 
and  has  proven  its  value.  Another  present- 
ation of  considerable  interest  was  a  panel 
presentation  dealing  with  modern  mathematics 


and  its  use  in  schools  for  the  blind.  The  papers 
and  speeches  presented  on  these  and  other 
subjects  provide  inspiration  and  guidance  for 
all  of  us  in  this  field  of  education. 

Another  valuable  experience  to  be  gained 
by  attending  one  of  these  conventions  is  the 
opportunity  to  meet  educators  and  administra- 
tors from  various  geographic  locations 
throughout  our  country  and  to  discuss  with 
them  problems  of  mutual  concern  and  also 
to  exchange  ideas  on  different  subjects. 

Dr.  Edward  J.  Waterhouse  and  his  staff  at 
the  Perkins  School  are  certainly  to  be  congrat- 
ulated and  commended  upon  the  excellent  way 
in  which  they  handled  the  convention  and  also 
on  the  very  warm  hospitality  they  showed  to 
everyone  who  attended.  A  more  accommo- 
dating host  could  not  be  found  than  Dr. 
Waterhouse;  he  and  his  staff  at  Perkins  made 
every  effort  to  see  to  the  comfort  and  con- 
venience of  all  in  attendance. 

A  Thhfy-Monfh  Project  On  the  Blind 

The  U.S.  Office  of  Education,  Depart- 
ment of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare,  is 
financing  a  thirty-month  project  by  San  Fran- 
cisco State  College  to  improve  the  teaching  of 
braille.  It  is  expected  that  a  new  textbook  for 
use  by  teachers  of  blind  persons  will  result 
from  the  ^77,000  contract.  According  to  Pro- 
fessor Georgia  Lee  Abel,  project  director,  no 
comprehensive  textbook  on  braille  methods 
has  appeared  since  1932. 

Some  400  blind  or  nearly  blind  children  will 
be  selected  from  various  schools  throu|ghout 
the  country  to  participate  in  the  project.  The 
children  will  be  divided  into  four  groups,  each 
using  one  of  the  four  major  methods  of  learn- 
ing braille.  It  is  hoped  that  the  project  will  also 
shed  some  light  on  whether  the  age  at  which 
a  child's  sight  became  impaired  has  any  bear- 
ing on  his  ability  to  learn  braille.

As  the  new  superintendent  of  this  school, 
I  am  ex-officio  editor  of  this  paper.  I  should 
contribute  something  more  than  just  my 
name,  so  I  will  pass  along  some  thoughts  I 
have  been  having  as  healid  of  our  school. 

Perhaps  these  utterings  which  I  choose 
to  call  "Thinking  out  Loud",  could  better 
be  called  "Thinking  Outlawed",  or  better 
still,  just  left  to  the  darkest  depths  of  silence. 
But,  I'll  take  the  risk,  and  set  them  down 
here  in  this  column  for  you  to  read  and  con- 
sider the  source,  or  completely  ignore.  I  pass 
these  thoughts  along  (as  indicated  by  the 
heading)  as  exactly  just  that — thinking  our 
loud.  The  literary  merit  herein  is  unquestion- 
ably limited,  but  I  want  to  have  a  convenient 
means  of  communicating  with  you  parents 
and  with  our  alumni  and  others  interested 
in  our  program  and  activities. 

To  become  a  superintendent  of  a  school 
such  a)s  this  has  been  an  ambition  of  mine  for 
quite  a  number  of  years.  It  was  after  I  had 
earned  my  college  degree  and  had  a  few  years 
of  experience  in  teaching  that  I  started  to 
seriously  day-dream  of  becoming  an  adminis- 
trator. Naturally,  our  Montana  school  was 
dearest  to  my  heart,  because  I  have  spent  the 
greater  portion  of  my  life  here  as  a  student, 
supervisor,  coach,  teacher,  department  head 
and  principal.  Being  a  native  Montanan  raised 
in  the  traditions  and  culture  of  our  "Big  Sky 
Country"  and  loving  all  the  advantages  of  our 
fjreat  outdoor  recreational  facilities  aire  addi- 
tional reasons  for  my  ambitions  to  be  centered 
in  Montana. 


However,  becoming  superintendent  of  a 
school  is  only  part  of  the  realization  of  my 
ambition.  The  greater  achievement  which  T 
hope  to  attain  is  to  provide  the  leadership  to 
make  our  school  and  our  program  of  edu- 
cation the  very  best  which  is  possible  for  the 
children  of  Montana  who  are  visually  handi- 
capped or  who  have  a  hearing  handicap.

I  have  a  very  serious  obligation  and  responsi- 
bility to  many,  many  friends  who  believe  in  me 
and  who  transformed  their  faith  in  my  ability 
into  words  of  support  and  encouragement  in 
my  quest  for  this  job.  To  them  I  can  only  say 
"Thank  You"  for  now  and  work  hard  to  more 
adequately  justify  their  faith  by  doing  the  job 
right.
